[non-log]. 4949.74, R. Nacional de Angola, on Dec 28, as Glenn has 
already reported, they were clearly off the air at 0310 & 0344 (Ron 
Howard, Calif., dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


This one was still off in early evening (17xx) but back later with 
significantly stronger signal than in previous weeks (Thorsten 
Hallmann, Germany, Dec 29 but aparently referring to Dec 28, dxldyg 
via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


4949.73 kHz, which signed off (or dropped off) early the last two 
nights, is running later tonight. Signal is pretty good into Maryland 
-- not the best I've heard in the last month, but close to readable. 
Heard at 0253 with pop music; time beeps at TOH, and what seems like 
news; ID for R-dio Nacional at 0305. Earlier in the evening the audio 
was barely there; I wonder if they're making adjustments as the 
evening goes on (Art Delibert, N. Bethesda, MD, HCDX via DXLD)

SM Radio via Gavar, Armenia 0300 UT to North America pretty much a 
bust. Nil heard on several SDRs around North America. Barely marginal 
signal with deep and long fades using receivers in Sweden and the U.K. 
Nothing at all on SDRs in Austria, Germany, and Italy. 


This was the "Ron O'Quinn Show," from one of the former offshore DJs 
heard earlier on the Mi Amigo special broadcast. 


The lousy propagation of late doesn't help but Armenia just is not a 
good choice if you're trying to get a consistently decent signal into 
North America, I think. Even Nauen has a hard time some weekends. It's 
a pity the latter has to let their transmitters "loaf" along at a mere 
125 kW (cost of electricity?). To reach people in North America who 


have simple portable receivers from Europe you really need something 
like the 500 kW senders at Issoudun, but I'm sure the cost would be 
prohibitive. 73, (Andy Robins, Kalamazoo, Michigan USA, UT Dec 26,

What is NORATUS? WRTH 2017 says ‘Gavar, Noratus* as if it were a 
location, not an agency, and certainly not an acronym or initialism 
requiring all-caps. And address, with postal code? as * ‘3333 
Noratus’*. The transmitter operator is CJSC = Closed Joint Stock 
Company, which seems like a description akin to Inc., Ltd. Or LLC, 
rather than a corporate name itself. Noratus name looks rather 
Latinate, so could it be something Christian/Orthodox? No particular 
meaning known to Google translate. 


Answer: *‘Noratus is a village near the town of Gavar, most famous for 
its cemetery, the oldest part of which includes over 800 khachkars 
(stone crosses), carved between the 9th-17th centuries.’ * From Yerevan 
it is 95 km or one sesquihour away [by road?], so designating the SW 
site ERV is hardly accurate. And now the Armenians are publicizing 
their cemetery attraxion thus, without moving the SW antennas one cm, 
I bet. So are they really closer to Noratus than Gavar? Surely not 
within the cemetery, tho there is a certain kinship between crosses 
and antenna towers (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

Tim sure that many regional radio owners in Australia could barely 
hide their smiles when the prospect of converting their AM stations to 
FM was first raised. Moving up to a higher quality technology is one 
of those prospects that always looks great on paper, but, as with most 
things, the devil lies in the detail. 


As a general rule, radio station owners are pretty smart people. They 
know thereis a significant quality difference with FM, but then, so 
does virtually everybody with ears. 


Quality, of course, is the primary reason thereis been such a large 
audience migration from AM to FM over the past three decades. 


Those owners, out in iThe Bushi, know if one of their two stations in 
each market were to remain AM for much longer, the advertising dollars 
would continue to slide to the FM side of the ledger, and eventually, 
theyid have to end up subsidising their heritage service. 


As sure as night follows day, AM stations will become more of a 
liability to their owners, as their aging audiences die off and the 
potential formats, that AMs can be profitably used for, become even 
more limiting. 


Conversely, with two FM stations in each of their solus markets, many 
station owners reason that theyill at least have a fighting chance to 
maintain or even grow advertising revenues. 


Understandably, these operators really have no option; they need to be 
on the conversion bandwagon. From an outsideris perspective, this 


could easily be interpreted as pure self-interest or greed fA but itis 
not. 


These days, regional radio stations are no longer a élicence to print 
moneyi. Surviving each day, out in the regions, against all comers, 
both analogue and digital, is akin to a bare-knuckles brawl, and, when 
it comes down to it, nothing but revenue will preserve regional radio 
jobs and help to keep ithe Banki off their backs. 


Like any business sector, regional radio broadcasters must take 
advantage of every perceived opportunity, commercial or technical, to 


keep their heads above water. 


The trouble is the proposed FM conversion process was seen, by some, 


aS a panacea to cure many of regional radiois ills, when, in reality, 
it was simply a logical migration in technology. 


Most station operators are technical enough to appreciate the coverage 
differences between AM and FM, but didnit initially grasp the 
practical difficulties in entirely replicating their AM service in FM. 


Some may have even been expecting the conversion process to be a case 
of 6éturn one off, turn the other oni, with nearly identical coverage. 


Unfortunately, with the different frequencies involved, it doesnit 
work that way. On closer examination, what some regional broadcasters 
are starting to find out is that if they convert their heritage AM 
station to FM, a significant slice of their listeners in their service 
area may no longer be able to hear them. 


While thereis no doubting that AM has significantly limited audio 
quality compared to FM, the AM signal is far more amenable to wide 
area coverage, and, weire not just talking about vast outback areas 
here. 


For all intents and purposes, FM is limited to line of sight; itis a 
characteristic of the band. That may be fine for predominantly flat 
service areas, but hills and valleys can seriously disrupt FM 
coverage. Even many coastal areas that push up close to the Great 
Dividing Range will find that, after conversion, FM shadow areas may 
need to be in-filled or listeners could be disenfranchised. 


Itis one thing for a station to lose listeners because of lousy 
programming; itis another to knowingly cut listeners loose or throw 
them under the bus for expediency. 


After all, listeners are a rare commodity! 


The immediate and most likely fallout from cutting listeners off from 
their local commercial radio service is going to be political. 
Understandably, disenfranchised listeners will likely complain, and, 
mud will be slung by fearful politicians and others with an axe to 
grind. 


If the industry isnit careful, all this vitriol is going to pour down 
in great abundance on the heads of local regional operators. 


Back in February, in the U.S., the FCC announced plans for an AM 
Revitalisation program. This was a very sensible move, and probably, 


the Commissionis only real option. 


With nearly 5,000 AM stations under its control, the FCC clearly 


realised that converting them all to equivalent-powered FM services 
was just not going to be practical. 


So, they set about encouraging these AM stations to acquire FM 
translators, allowing operators to move those translator licences back 
into their own service areas up to 400 kilometres away. 


In FCC-speak, this is known as éthe 250-Mile Rulei. Even in 
competitive American markets where heritage AM stations have been 
waging a losing battle against comparatively- new FM services, these 
AMers are now being allowed to buy and move FM translators into their 
primary service town or city. 


This allows them to begin competing on a level playing field with the 
FMers, at least as far as audio quality goes. These AM operators are 
also free to acquire additional FM translators and relocate them 
almost anywhere within their service area to supplement their existing 
AM service. 


Despite the addition of any of these supplementary services, the 
heritage stations will still retain their wide area AM coverage for 
the benefit of their traditional listeners. 


Admittedly, the US scenario is a different kettle of fish from 
Australia, where conversion is only required on around 100 commercial 
AM stations at this time, but the FCC is working towards merging the 
quality of FM and the wide area coverage of AM to provide the best 
possible service for the listener. 


After looking at the potential coverage issues that could arise with 
the currently proposed AM/FM conversion process in Australia, a number 
of respected regional broadcasters are now starting to see a good deal 
of wisdom in the U.S. scheme and are asking why it canit happen here. 


Certainly, I agree we need to move with the times by upgrading 
technology whenever possible, and, in denser regional population 
centres, listeners should be entitled to the quality of FM. 


However, where other listeners could possibly be left without any 
access to their local commercial radio service, I donit believe that 
ACMA should be making it mandatory to surrender the AM licence, when a 
heritage station converts to FM, even if that conversion is at the 
AMis full power equivalent. 


Where there is a genuine need for continuing wide area coverage, the 
option to retain AM coverage should be readily available to the 
broadcaster to allow them to provide a service to all their listeners. 


Maintaining AM coverage would help overcome the need for in-fills in 
blackspots that may be created through FM conversion. Surely, 
guaranteeing a better service for listeners should be what ACMAis role 
in all about. 


Iim aware of a number of stations that have opted not to join in the 
current AM/FM conversion process because they assessed from the outset 
that, after conversion to FM, they would no longer be able to 
adequately cover their current licence area. 


Other operators, who were simply enamored with the idea of jumping 
from AM to FM at any cost, are now starting to find cracks in the 
process that may one day come back to haunt them. 


Those broadcasters, who opted out of the conversion process because of 
the 6ésurrender your AM licencei demand, were the ones who realised 
that although their listeners in their main population centres may not 
gain the benefit of programming in high quality FM, there were also 
many other people further out, in less populated areas, who, each day, 
rely on their local AM radio service for emergency warnings and local 
information. 


Without that AM service, some of those listeners may no longer have 
access to that information. To me, this dogmatic 6one or the otheri 
bureaucratic approach is nonsense. There appears to be no justifiable 
reason why, in 2016, both the quality and coverage requirements canit 
be mutually satisfied. 


A number of regions immediately come to mind where AM & FM 
technologies, with their separate benefits, should clearly be used to 
complement each other for the benefit of listeners. 


Mountainous areas like, Lithgow and the Hunter Valley in NSW, and 
Cairns in Queensland, and Portland in Victoria, and, in flat, 
widespread service areas like Queenslandis Longreach and Charleville, 
and, Kalgoorlie and Karratha in the West could all be beneficiaries of 
a flexible and intelligent approach to broadcast spectrum management. 


Sure, I generally agree that a conversion from AM to FM is a sensible 
approach to improve service quality for the majority of listeners in 

regional service areas, but in committing to this conversion, surely, 
in this day and age, when we have the advantages of both technologies 
right at our fingertips, shouldnit we be using the advantages of each 
to ensure that no listener, in this great nation, will ever get left 

behind.

*x AUSTRALIA [and non]. ABC CANCELS "SUNDAY NIGHTS" --- I don't know 
if this has been noted here before, but while listening to a recording 
of Radio Australia on 9580 kHz that I made on Christmas morning, John 
Cleary (the program host since 1988) frequently mentioned that this 
was the last live edition of "Sunday Nights" as broadcast on ABC Local 
Radio and Radio Australia. 


As regular listeners to Radio Australia know, "Sunday Nights" features 
"discussion of religion and ethics, beliefs and values as they shape 
the issues affecting daily life." Another reason to be disenchanted

SUVA, Dec. 19 (Xinhua) -- The Pacific Islands News Association (PINA) 
said on Monday that it is concerned with the decision of the 
Australian Broadcasting Corporation (ABC) to shut down its shortwave 
radio services to the Pacific by the end of January 2017. 


"PINA joins the growing voices opposed to the ABC's plan to close this 
valuable and vital source of information to peoples and communities in 
the Pacific that have relied on Radio Australia for almost eight 
decades," the PINA's Suva-based secretariat said in a statement. 


For almost 80 years, Radio Australia's shortwave service has been the 
lifeline for many rural communities in the Pacific who rely on it for 
vital emergency service information. 


"Given the geographical landscape of the Pacific region, radio is 
still the most effective and efficient means of communication and 
source for information. The fact that most islands in the region are 
under resourced with regards to sustaining their broadcast stations, 
most of our people rely on Radio Australia and Radio New Zealand to 
acquire news and information, including cyclone warnings," said PINA's 
president Moses Stevens. 


Earlier this month, the ABC said the shut-down is in line with the 
broadcaster's commitment to expand its digital content offerings. It 
said Radio Australia's audiences in the Pacific will be able to listen 
to FM and online broadcasts, and the savings will be reinvested in FM 
transmitter network, increased regional content and media and 
journalism in the Pacific. 


"While PINA appreciates the Australian government's plan to redirect 
savings from the closure of the shortwave radio service into media and 
journalism in the Pacific, it is of the strong view that Australia 
will lose one of its strong connections with the Pacific, through 
Radio Australia," the PINA said, calling on the ABC to review the 
decision and maintain its shortwave services to the Pacific (via Mike

Not only the NDR website, also HFCC. And indeed they're on 9470 while 
there is no trace of any signal on 9740. Obviously an operational 
error at Nauen (Kai Ludwig, 2053 UT, ibid.) 


Obviously, and operator (if still one is there...?) did not notice or 
not realize that in fact this is the wrong frequency. 


At least now they brought up proper 9765 and changed the other beam to 
5930 as well. Also Issoudun runs 9590 and 9830 as they are supposed to 
do. Religious service, with female vicar explicitly acknowledging 
being on shortwave. 


Moosbrunn on 9650? Impossible to tell from Europe, with strong Guinea 
on the frequency. And in Armenia they called it a day and took 6145 
off, although it was supposed to stay on air until 2300.

Perhaps this outstanding FM story is of interest also outside Germany: 


As of 18 Jan 2017 Deutschlandfunk will use the AFN frequency 98.7 MHz, 
a high power outlet that covers the whole large conurbation around 
Frankfurt ("Rhein-Main-Gebiet") with five millions potential 
listeners. 


In turn AFN will take over the current Deutschlandfunk frequency at 
Wiesbaden, 103.7 MHz. They will not use the existing Media Broadcast 
transmitter but set up an own one on the US forces grounds at 
Wiesbaden, again with an ERP of 500 watts. 


AFN hurried ahead in announcing this change on Dec 16, as long as we 
can still believe in change, by mentioning it on air and posting a 
notice to Facebook:

At this point Deutschlandradio still had not received official word. 

Only today they have finally been in the position to make their 
announcement, as posted at

This final success was subject of negotiations for more than ten 
years. Quite recently there had even been rumours that AFN could 
simply terminate the transmission contract for the Grofler Feldberg 
facility and put their own small transmitter on 98.7. 


The commercial sector, in particular FFH group at Bad Vilbel, had 
claimed the 98.7 outlet as well. It is my impression that this was the 
main obstacle and that the break-through came when FFH was confronted 
with the choice to either get a good number of the small FM outlets 
now to be abandoned by Deutschlandfunk or to gain nothing at all, with 
the fat goose they were longing for being slaughtered in their face. 


By the way, at a later point in the new year the program names 
"Deutschlandradio Kultur" and "DRadio Wissen" will go away and be 
replaced by "Deutschlandfunk Kultur" and "Deutschlandfunk Nova", 
respectively. This decision has been made because Deutschlandfunk is 
considered the strongest radio brand of Germany and as such to be used 
for all offerings. The main reasons for this lies in the digital realm 
where Deutschlandradio (as institution that runs these programs) sees 
a great increase in use, especially through third party platforms 
where secondary program names do not matter at all. They had just 
issued a press release about this clear trend and success:

Since late May, I've found 240 more radio station coordinates for main 
stations, and 80 more for retransmitters of the various state 
networks. I've also included the coordinates I have for the XHNUC, 
XHZER and XHFL shadows (the latter being an educated guess as to 
location). You'll learn, for instance, that all but three transmitters 
in the Coahuila state network are at secondary schools 6 the 
exceptions are Parras, TorreUn, and Saltillo which actually moved this 
year. (Finding secondary schools without Street View is easier than 
finding FM towers without it!) 


I've come to appreciate addresses in permit renewals a lot, I must 
say. (Except when they're impossible. YEcora, I'm looking at you.) 
(Raymie, Dec 25, ibid.) 


Thank you Raymie. ____ News: 
XHPTP-TDT change from Channel 41 to Channel 34. 
XEIMT-TDT on 22.2 back to use MPEG-2 video.

They found out what the SPR already knew. As to XHPTP, that change was

All of these were checked with IFT documents. I couldn't get any 
location of XHESC or XHESE in Street View. XHCAM location is right, in 
their ID they say "Planta transmisora en la EscEnica" (Gargadon, 
Campeche, ibid.) 


Sweet. I don't need these stations so much 6 the migrants have IFT 
documentation, XHMI's in the list now and XHCUA has an address in its 
permit (and I'm not including migrants unless I feel the coords are 
off) 6 but it's good to know my guess on XHCAM was correct. 


I've learned a lot about Google Maps too, namely that when given 
Mexican addresses, you can't count on it to be reliable. For instance, 
in Piedras Negras, the Radio ZUcalo plant is located on General Cepeda 
109. I typed that in and got a completely different street named for 
the same guy. Had to get the colonia. The Edificio Alfonso Sanabria 
MallEn (Ju-rez 506) in Tampico is also hard to pin down with just 
search. 


Also, some of these locations are unexpected. Perhaps the worst is 

XHTPI. In early January, the decrepit old Civil Hospital had to be 

sealed off 

http: //www.posta.com.mx/tamaulipas/clausuran-antiguo-hospital-civil-de-tampico 
so that squatters would not take residence in the structure, and after 

a trash fire in December 2015. I cannot fathom the difficulty in 

operating a radio transmitter there, or why it was placed there when 

the building was abandoned sometime in the early/mid-1980s. Not only 

have pieces of stone crumbled onto the street, but the windows were 

removed to prevent broken glass. 


But hey, at least they had the thought to scrawl in large letters in 
one of the stairwells, "RADIO TAMAULIPAS - NO PASE".

Well, I don't know if XHESC is in the same place as its old AM, but 
XHESE is now in the Centro HistUrico (XESE was in Av. Carlos Sansores 
PErez),the address change is on RPC. 


And yes, you need the Colonia. The repetition of numbers is common 
especially in towns with great growing of population in the last 30 


years, normally from street unifications or street renamings. Only in 
my street there are 3 houses with the same number as mine because each 
one was in a little piece of the street. In 1995 the street was opened 
in order to join each part and make a long street. And changing the 
house number means changing it for ID cards, invoices and other 
services as phone and electricity (Gargadon, Campeche, Dec 26, ibid.) 


Tijuana renumbered its streets at some point in the fairly recent 
past. 


I also spotted the XHESE change and sent it off. Whenever I see a full 
auth like that, it goes to the DB. There's a bit of a backlog there, 
but they do get everything I send. When doing this, I actually turned 
up full auths for XHTEJ, XHCHM and XHMOM plus some state network odds 
and ends that are now in Jim's inbox (Raymie, Dec 26, ibid.)

Villa Alpina is already on there! Actually, Jim found an error which 
I've corrected as well, so I've added XHCUA and one other station 
(XHSLR-FM). The error was clerical in nature and once fixed led to 
XHRCL not actually being in Hermosillo. You can download it at the 
same link (Raymie, Dec 26, ibid.) 


Radio Tamaulipas isn't broadcasting in Tampico since too many years 
before. I remember when the station was active, then it has a 
broadcasting problem and it stopped transmitting. As you can see in 
this Street View image the tower in the right

can't find it anymore. 


By the way, I think they were the only broadcaster that retransmits 
its programming via a microwave link. 


By the way, talking about the Multimedios radio stations that they 
bought from Grupo Flores, this is the tower with the FM antennas they 
use to broadcast.

XHFW and XHTW are migrants and we know they're on the XHFW TV tower. I 
did not have any firm sources for XHON. Since the imagery is from 
2009, that has to be XHON-FM! The one migrant I'm confused about is 
XHERP - its auth is one of the few that's completely missing. 


As to Radio Tamaulipas, yeah, I did find something about a collapse 

now.

There are still FM bays on the site, however, and it continues to be 
the licensed facility for the station. At some point, though, the 
planned and delayed renovations to the Civil Hospital might mean the 
station will need a new home. 


The irony is that the new Civil Hospital that replaced the crumbling 
one is actually across the street from the XHON site. 


And while I'm on the subject of transmitters, I found one in Tijuana 
that looks nice but cannot figure out who it is.

The next phase is basically a period for the interested parties to ask 
questions of the IFT about the details of the IFT-6 guidelines.

I think that they put the transmitter there because of three reasons: 


1. The first: The building is located in a high terrain area 

2. The second: Maybe it had clear view to make the microwave link 
they used. 

3. The third: The building is property of the state government. 
It's used by the state police as offices. 


The only thing I don't understand is where the transmitter was 
located, if the antenna was on the roof (Snoopyfan93, Tampico, ibid.) 


Yeah, watching some of the videos the fact that it's at a fairly high 
point in Tampico was brought up and it started to make sense. And of 
course, state networks are usually built on some sort of state 
property. Some are at palacios municipales. The Coahuila network is 
almost entirely based at various secondary schools and the other three 
transmitters are at state government facilities. 


Here's hoping Governor Cabeza de Vaca gives the network a little help. 
It certainly could use it. Some 672,000 people live within the 
Tamaulipas portion of the state's coverage area (and it covers another 
66,000 in Veracruz). The state of Tamaulipas has a population of 
around 4.5 million, so around 15% of tamaulipecas should be getting a 
signal from XHTPI and aren't (Raymie, Dec 27, ibid.) 


Well, you have reason, in a clear day if you are at the top you can 
see the Bernal de Horcasitas mountain and the beach zone. It has 
beautiful views in clear days obviously (Snoopyfan93, ibid.)

Get ready, Ciudad Guzm-n. The Universidad de Guadalajara will become 
the first university outside of Mexico City to build a state network 
on TV, and it has received VHF channel 11 in Ciudad Guzm-n, Jalisco to 
do that. This is just the fourth VHF digital station to be awarded 
nationwide (XHMTA, XHAMO, XHUS). This is a landmark move as no 
university besides the IPN and UNAM has ever had its broadcast reach 
extended beyond one station. 


And get ready, a bunch of other places. The SPR is to build seven more 
TV and three more FM stations, bringing the total for the TV side up 
to a whopping 40. Places in Hidalgo, Sonora, Sinaloa, Durango, Oaxaca, 
Puebla and Jalisco will get the new TV stations, while Puebla, Oaxaca 
and Veracruz (states, not cities) are on track for new FMs. The SPR's 
entry into Hidalgo and Durango is its first ever in those states. The 
SPR network's overlap with Canal Once will likely increase, with 
Durango and the Sinaloa site. Keep in mind that the SPR still hasn't 
built its fourth-wave transmitters, so this fifth wave adds yet more 


expansion. 


There's a new DisposiciUn TEcnica. After public comment, DisposiciUn 
TEcnica IFT-013-2016 has been released, covering standards for digital 
television stations. 


There were also some extensions for concessions and one permit 
transfer, XHZAA-FM in Oaxaca (Raymie, Dec 27, ibid.) 


The analog marathon is mostly run. Even the state networks that have 
major analog components have at least one digital transmitter. 


In 2016, some of the real laggards have crossed the finish line at 
long last. Radio y TelevisiUn de Guerrero, which appears set to 
finally shed its Chilpancingo transmitter. Canal 28 Chihuahua. XHUS in 
Hermosillo. The QR state network was technically disqualified earlier, 
though it will be able to build digital transmitters soon as it 
finally has gotten concessions for Canc’n and Chetumal and Felipe 
Carrillo Puerto's permit remained valid. 


One contestant is still out in the field. But they're in the home 
stretch. I am talking, of course, of the Sistema Michoacano de Radio y 
TelevisiUn.

The committee said the move had "entirely predictably" exposed the 
service to cuts, with about 100 jobs set to go under a BBC 
restructuring programme. Its 37-page report, called Open Source 
Stupidity, warns against the plan to move BBC Monitoring out of its 
Caversham Park headquarters in Berkshire, where it operates alongside 
its US counterpart. 


The report warns: "The Government uses open-source information for 
indicators and warnings of areas of instability and potential threats 
to UK security. 


"The decisions made concerning the funding and governance of BBC 
Monitoring over the past decade or so have been woefully short-sighted 
and catastrophically ill-thought out." 


Julian Lewis, the committee chairman said: "The Coalition government 
was warned, in the strongest possible terms, not to leave the BBC 
Monitoring service unprotected by ending its ring-fenced annual grant 
and transferring this minor financial burden to the licencefee payer." 


He added: "As one of our witnesses said, ‘This is the height of

7780, Dec 26 at 2230, WRMI has finally reactivated this frequency, S7- 
S9 with nothing but BS, much weaker than 7730, 7570 as 7780 is on the 
44 degree antenna toward Europe like its counterpart 15770 which has 
not been missing in the daytime but off the air now. Had not been 
heard at all since Nov 21, nor on 15560 = 2 x 7780 which happened Nov 
13. 7780 still audible but VP at 0030 & 0236 Dec 27. 


15560 & 7780 & 15770, Dec 27 at 1455, no signal from WRMI, but 15440 
is blasting TOM in as usual, so daytime propagation is funxional. 2130 
check, 15770 is on for WOR. Dec 28 at 0120, no signal from 7780 or 
15560, while 7570 & 7730 are VG. What is this about? 


The long-missing nite frequency 7780 as heard 24 hours earlier is gone 
again and would be propagating if on. Thinking over its long absence, 
I am now suspecting that, as had happened a few times before, the 
transmitter is being tuned up on its second harmonic 15560 instead of 
fundamental 7780. This would also explain why mostly in the daytime, 
corresponding fundamental frequency 15770 has remained audible. 
Trouble is, at night, 15 MHz band is not propagating, but I should 
have kept looking for it there anyway. Tonight, UT Dec 28 at 0120, not 
even Cuba 15230 nor Australia 15240 is detectable (and 13, 11 MHz are 
almost dead except for weak Brazilians, and even WRMI is JBA on two 9 
MHz channels). 


The nominal schedule for XMTR 3 is 12-22 on 15770, 22-12 on 7780, so 
just after 2200 would be the best time to check whether it appear on 
15560 instead of 7780. 


[and non]. 9955, Dec 28 at 2100, WRMI ‘World Music’ hour remains on 
this hour in reality instead of BS; by 2120 Cuban jamming level is 
building, altho not *‘needed** until 2200 for Radio Libertad. 


15770, Dec 28 at 2120, ‘Viva Miami’ old but latest episode about the 
Everglades is playing again, so started at 2115, contrary to Wed sked 
showing Radio France International at 2115-2200 --- suspect that has 
been gone for some time, as it really doesn’t make sense to fill once 
a week with 75% of a daily 60-minute broadcast. 


From 2200 I’m checking out my theory that WRMI-3 on 15770 in the 
daytime may accidentally switch at night to 15560 second harmonic 


instead of scheduled fundamental 7780 which is usually AWOL: not 
today. 15770 resuming BS, stays on past 2203, but by 2236 recheck none 
of the three frequencies audible. At 2302, however, there is a JBA 
signal on 15770, supposedly WRMI, subject to plunging MUF after 
sunset. Perhaps the 15770 span has been expanded beyond 12-22, as Ivo 
Ivanov also reports it on already by 1000. At 2331, 15770 is gone 
again, at least inaudible. Nor at 0030 UT December 29 can we hear 
15770, 15560 or 7780 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 5129.752-AM, Dec 22 at 0739, S6-S7 VP signal with talk, WBCQ 
on a backup transmitter? Usual one on *°5130°* has been on the high 
side lately. Pirates might try to fool us by going on a real station's 
frequency after-hours, but at 0743 it’s an ‘Allan Weiner Worldwide’ 
playback from before Thanksgiving, talking with Tom Medlin, plugging 
his ‘Amateur Radio Roundtable’ Tuesdays at 9 pm ET on 9330. Allan 
refers to Tom as *‘the Glenn Hauser of amateur radio’! Recheck at 
0758, first seems off, no, still on as JBA carrier (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1858, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Glenn, All I can tell you is that 5130 was on the backup transmitter 
the last two weekends. Didn't listen during the week. The second 
Saturday, this past weekend, the signal sounded too good to be the 
backup but was lousy again the following day so assuming that 
propagation was exceptional the previous evening (John Carver, Mid- 
North Indiana, Thu Dec 22, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


(7490), UT Fri Dec 23 at 0100, WBCQ webcast (since 7490 is so weak), 
immediately following ‘Broad Spectrum Radio’ --- see OKLAHOMA [non] -- 
- ‘Voice of the Report of the Week’ (VORW) is back on SW, replacing an 
“Allan Weiner Worldwide’ filler repeat, which still shows on the 
online schedule. Host reviews food and publicizes his website, but 
show is rather unfocused, quite a contrast to preceding BSR, mostly 
playing music and inviting requests. At the end, like James Branum 
(and me), he is talking about the demise of shortwave from Australia, 
and is about to give a link to protest, when time is up, cut to WBCQ 
ID, and 0200 into Brother HyStairical. VORW is produced by John 
Jurasek in Lynchburg VA (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


5120.02-AM, Dec 23 at 0215 on the R75, a JBA carrier here with some 
modulation, weaker than 5130- WBCQ. Seems like a pirate has picked a 
place to be noticed between WBCQ and WTWW spurs. At 0248 I’ve switched 
to the NRD-545 with ALA-330S E-W for a slightly better signal, vocal 
rock music in English, S9 vs noise level of S8. At 0254 I switch to 
the N-S internal random wire, and find it gives an even better S/N 
ratio than the Wellbrook, which is supposed to be superior in that 
way. Now it reads S8 vs noise level of S7, but better copy. Dense wild 
rock music past 0300, but 0301 canned ID for WBCQ! And the original 
WBCQ on 5129.84-AM is still going by 0323 with non // programming, 


very poor S8. (BTW, no signal on 3250v nor on 7490v which is 
presumably on but completely faded out, too north with K-index of 4). 
At 0333, 5120+ mentions *‘WBCQ in 2003-2004°*; 0335 takeoff on 
*““Jingle Bells’ * 


I suppose that WBCQ is testing another transmitter, maybe the one 
which had been on 3250v. Some others have been hearing this, one 
assuming it is a pirate relay of WBCQ:

This raises the question whether this, or the late night *‘WBCQ** IDs 
and programming I have been hearing on 5130 are really WBCQ, ora 
pirate ©“*‘relay’* which would have nothing to stop it from including 
real canned WBCQ IDs.

faded down into static floor. Fair until fade/out. 0236 back with 
blues coming in and out. Poor. 


[+] 0010, 12/25/16. iJingle Bells,i other Christmas songs. Not // WBCQ 
on 5130. I had a nasty buzz off and on that I suspect is my neighboris 
Christmas lights since no one else was reporting this QRM. Poor. There 
is not consensus about if this station might be WBCQ testing a 
transmitter or a pirate who partially // WBCQ programming on this 
frequency (Mark Taylor, WI, NASWA Flashsheet via WORLD OF RADIO 1858, 
DXLD) 


5130, Radio Jennifer International (via WBCQ) at 2235 with 

oldies rock and pop music with some cuts being recorded before live 
audiences with no announcements to 2300 and a man with ID of iYou're 
listening to Radio Jennifer International on WBCQ, Monticello, Mainei 
A Very Good with fading Dec 23 (Mark Coady, Ont, ODXA YRX via DXLD) 


5129.85, UT Sat Dec 24 at 0222, WBCQ is JBA, can’t tell if ‘Allan 
Weiner Worldwide’ is still running, as 7490 is totally inaudible, off 
or propped out? No other “WBCQ’ on 5120 tonight, or not yet. 


7490.02-AM, Sat Dec 24 at 2207, WBCQ with unknown program, YL 
narration about flying, bats, witches, as if for Hallowe'en, with SFX, 
rockmusic, S9+30. Normal sign-on Sats is 2300, but will come on an 
hour or two earlier for special bookings. Lacking is any advance 
publicity about when this will happen or what it is! 


Last Sunday Dec 18 at 2133 (not 1633 as originally reported, in EST by 
mistake), Mark Coady in Ontario was hearing ©*French Dog Radio** on 
7490, presumably also WBCQ on earlier than 2200 ‘Marion's Attic’. Hear 


what may recur on Dec 25. 


7490, Sunday December 25 at *2155, WBCQ IS & ID runup to sign-on, and 
2200 “Marion's Attic’ as per schedule. Was checking around 2130 for

5129.84-AM, UT Wed Dec 28 at 0138, this WBCQ is on again during what 
is scheduled as a multi-day hiatus. A show for Labor Day 2014 is 
announced; host says he got a postcard for a radio drawing. It's 
“Ramsey's Roadhouse’, when it was Mondays at 7 pm ET on 7490 as also 
announced. Another prize was Allan Weiner’s book **Access to the 
Aixrwaves’*. So for some reason, this WBCQ frequency is getting more 
airtime by playing old archive shows, such as this one, which in the 
meantime has changed name to ‘Furthermore 29/54°* (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WORLD OF RADIO 1858, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


7490.00, Dec 28 at 0123, WBCQ host says he got a report from Nova 
Scotia, asks for contributions to gofundme.com/deadfrogradio and also 
plugs WBCQ’s own fundraiser. As scheduled 01-02 UT Wednesdays (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Heard here in southern Germany: 7490.018, WBCQ Monticello, heard 
Surprisingly S=7-8 signal of TOM, at 2135 UT, shrill female (voice) 
call-in by phone to TOM-young-chap-voice interview, about cancer and 
re-designer business (Wolfgang B,schel, df£5sx, wwdxc BC-DX TopNews Dec 
27, dxldyg via DXLD) 


During that hour on weekdays it’s ‘Financial Survival’, on 7490, not 
TOM, as you would find by checking // on other stations (gh, DXLD) 


xx US A. 5830, Dec 22 at 0734, the S9+20 Dead Air Service of 
Scriptures for America Worldwide on WTWW-1. 


5059.2, Dec 24 at 0224, second-order spur from 5085 WTWW-2 Xmas music, 
i.e. 2 x 12.9 = 25.8 kHz below, much weaker than first-order spur on 
5072.1, with some music audible there, not usually the case. 


9930, Sat Dec 24 at 1905, WTWW-2 with “Theater Organ of the Ozarx’, 
marred by some IADs, already playing Xmas carols, a mixture, but seem 
more secular than sacred. At 1932 Bob Heil refers to this being the 


midpoint rather than end of program, and indeed continues for another 
semihour this week. 2002 outro refers to Saturday night, nothing about 
Saturday afternoon. NO WIWW ID, and re-opening TOOTO, for another 
hour, another episode, or repeating? Briefly noted 5085 at 0219 UT 
Sunday Dec 25 the organ show successfully appears again this time. 


9930, Dec 26 at 2105, 2128, WTWW-2 yet again diffusing nothing but 
strong dead air except for some hum, instead of Dave Ramsey; off at 
2216 check. No more Xmasmx either, nor on 5085 around 0230 check Dec 
27 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


xx US A. 12050, Dec 22 at 1407, WEWN Spanish is instead open carrier, 
dead air except for big hum. Same at 1514. Not rechecked until 1721, 
when it is Spanishing but still humming. It’s really amazing and 
disheartening how many SW stations, including some in the USA, cannot 
achieve their basic mission of transmitting and modulating clearly and 
reliably at the same time (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


True Glenn, it's like they're doing it intentionally so they can dump 
short-wave altogether and move to the Internet (J K Johnson, ibid.) 


[and non]. 12050, Dec 23 at 1346, no signal from WEWN Spanish, but 
instead Chinese, i.e. CNR1 jammer against RFA Tibetan via Kuwait, this 
hour only. By 1403, WEWN is on but only S4 with dead air except for 
some hum. This is supposed to start at 1300, I think.

is dated 30 Oct 2016 to 3 March 2017, why? USA DST in 2017 does not 
start until Sunday, March 12. It shows a 4-hour difference between

at once any more, it continues to pretend to be on three. The middle 
column for S America/Caribbean is the imaginary one, with silent 11870 
and 13830, but shows 12050 in use at 1000-1700, and 12050 is ALSO in 
the other Spanish column, 155 degrees for Mexico and Central America 
at 1300-2400 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST)

So NM*‘s 41 commercial AM station has recently had to get on FM to let 


a mere translator wag its dog. Apparently just acquired it from Air 
One/KQRI. It’s on Sandia CREST, not Sandia the town/res, which does 
make a big coverage difference even with 250 watts --- if there is no 
co-channel. 


Which there is. I always anticipated, while approaching ABQ from the 
east on I-40, emerging from Tijeras Canyon and picking up the 100-kW 
Gallup on 94.5 which at that elevation has a line-of-sight, unlike 
further down in the valley. Maybe still can get it in spots, as even 
some of the bigsigs atop the Crest are blocked within the canyon. But 
not a pretty picture. 


The xrealx KKOB-FM was and presumably still is, on 93.3, 20 kW from 
the Crest, but separately programmed from 770/94.5 with CHR. 
Turnabout: in Gallup, 93.3 is blocked by a local gospel-huxter

It began the way it always has: "From WAMU in Washington, I'm Diane 
Rehm," she said, and then she paused, because this time was different. 
"T've said those words for so many years, thousands and thousands of 
times. I've always been so proud to say them." 


Over nearly 40 years on the air, Diane Rehm has hosted writers, 
artists, philosophers, Hollywood celebrities, foreign leaders and U.S. 
presidents. But on Friday, during the final airing of NPR's "The Diane 
Rehm Show," she spent most of her time speaking to the loyal fans who 
have listened to her every week for so many years. 


There were, of course, a few high-profile cameos: singer and 
songwriter Judy Collins called and sang a verse of "Amazing Grace" at 
Rehm's request. Isabel Wilkerson, author of "The Warmth of Other 
Suns," also phoned in: "Oh Diane, you're such a national treasure." 
Sen. Cory Booker (D-N.J.) thanked Rehm for her "incredible service" to 
the country, and legendary actress Julie Andrews and her daughter 
gushed their love and gratitude, calling Rehm "a beacon of light in 
our lives." 


But many of the most touching sentiments were expressed by Rehm's 
everyday listeners, those who followed her work for decades -- the 
"back-of-the-car" babies, as she calls them, who first heard her voice 
on their parents' car radios. 


"I really wanted to thank you for your numerous shows through the 
years that have brought us closer to the day when equal rights and 
religious liberty for all Americans truly will become a reality," said 
a man who said he is gay. His voice broke as he repeated: "I just 
wanted to thank you." 


Rachel from Grand Rapids, Mich., thanked Rehm for being a role model 
to girls everywhere. "I just wanted to say, on behalf of all women, we 


just appreciate everything you've done on radio for us." 


Thirty-year-old Nora from Washington, D.C., said she knew many other 
millennials who were devoted fans of the show. "I've been listening to 
“The Diane Rehm Show' for as long as I can remember," she said. 


And Kelly from Chattanooga, Tenn., explained that her mother had been 
a lifelong fan of NPR; Kelly started listening herself after her 
mother died several years ago. "I just wanted to express that my mom 
left me you," Kelly told Rehm. "And what a beautiful gift."

Rehm's career on the air began in 1979 when she became the host of 
"Kaleidoscope," a weekday arts program aimed at homemakers; five years 
later, she relaunched it as "The Diane Rehm Show," with the aim to 
tackle a broader and more ambitious range of topics. Only a few years 
later, she was diagnosed with spasmodic dysphonia, a disorder that 
causes spasms of the vocal cords and is responsible for her 
distinctive, strained speech. At first, the condition threatened to 
doom her career; instead, the petite woman with the fragile voice went 
on to become a Peabody Award-winning powerhouse of radio, drawing 
nearly 3 million listeners every week. 


Last year, she announced that it was time to step away from the 
microphone. She'd promised her boss that she would leave the show when 
she turned 80, she said. In an interview with The Washington Post's 
Karen Heller, Rehm said that she looked forward to having more freedom 
to devote herself to causes that mattered to her. Her husband of 54 
years, John Rehm, died a slow death in 2014 after deciding that he 
didn't want to suffer from Parkinson's disease any longer, refusing 
food, water and medication. Since then, Rehm has become a vocal 
advocate in the right-to-die movement, and her active involvement in a 
controversial issue drew admonishment from NPR's leadership. After she 
leaves her show, that conflict will no longer stand in her way, she 
said.

"It's time for me to retire, especially on the issue of right-to-die, 
to be able to speak out and to speak freely," Rehm told Heller in 
January.

She will be succeeded by Joshua Johnson, whose show "1A" will air on 
member stations across the country.

Rehm has emphasized that she isn't really leaving, not entirely -- she 
plans to host a new podcast, "On My Mind," which she says will likely 
launch in late January. 


But as the minutes ticked toward noon on Friday, it felt like the end 
of an era nonetheless. 


"So now comes the time to say goodbye, having been in daily touch with 
you pretty much for the last 37 years, and having it come to an end is 
difficult for me," she said. "Physically, I know I'm ready. 
Emotionally, I only think I'm ready, because I know it's going to be a 
hard adjustment: changing habits, shifting thoughts from a daily 
deadline, missing being with wonderful colleagues. But there comes an 
end to all things." 


She thanked her "fabulous" audience: "You are kind, you are 
thoughtful, you are courteous," she said. "You exemplify civil 
conversation, and I've been proud to be your host." 


Then Rehm shared some sad personal news: Her beloved little dog, Maxie 
-- a familiar character to Rehm's longtime listeners, and the subject 
of a book she wrote in 2010 -- had passed away Saturday. 

"He died in my arms," she said. "He was 13 and a half years old, and 
my apartment feels so empty without him." 


But in the final moments of her final show, she struck a more hopeful 
tone. It was on to new things, she said, and she hoped her listeners 
would follow her to her new podcast. 


"Really, it's not goodbye, it's farewell," she said as she signed off, 
just before the familiar theme music began to swell. "For now, I send 

all of you my love, and my prayerful hope for a merry Christmas, and a 
peaceful new year." (via Mike Cooper, DXLD)

The transmitters on 9645, 11740, 15595 kHz had indeed been connected 
to the plain feed from St. Peter's Square. As far as I noted the 
carriers came on straight into this feed at around 1050 and dropped 
out of it at 1129. 


On 21560 no signal could be detected from Central Europe. 15570 and 
17520 had the report versions as specified, at least on 15570 starting 
with a canned announcement that mentioned also the shortwave relay. 


Enclosed two snippets from what was probably the last hurrah of this 
kind. The first recording is from ca. 1056. It starts with 11740 where 
their cranked Optimod made this racket of the signal from the open 
mics on St. Peter's Square, then continues with 15570 where the 
reporter showed impressively what you can expect from frequency 
announcements made by editorial offices. 


The other file is 11740 at 1129. When the SMG transmitter cut off it 
revealed a mess of NHK World via Singapore and China (Kai Ludwig, 1616 
UT, ibid.)

WISHING PEACE ON EARTH FROM A NUCLEAR MISSILE 


In December 1958, the Cold War got a spark of warmth when the US 
broadcast a holiday message of peace and goodwill around the world6é 
from an orbiting nuclear missile. 


A little more than a year after Sputnik, the first artificial 
satellite, was launched by the Soviet Union to kick off the space 
race, the US found a way to demonstrate its own technological prowess. 
Where Sputnik had communicated with the world by transmitted radio 
beeps, the US mission known as SCORE 6 Signal Communication by 
Orbiting Relay 6 would transmit a human voice from orbit for the first 
time. 


iThrough the marvels of scientific advance, my voice is coming to you 
from a satellite circling in outer space,i Eisenhower said in a 
recording played over short wave radio. iMy message is a simple one. 
Through this unique means, I convey to you and all mankind Americais 
wish for peace on earth and good will to men everywhere.i

MMTC TO TRUMP: DECOMMISSION AM BAND - Radio Ink radioink.com 


The Multicultural Media, Telecom and Internet Council has sent a 
letter to the new administration called iTwelve Imperatives to Close 
the Digital Divide and Advance Multicultural Media and Telecom 
Ownership and Procurement in the First 100 Days of the New 
Administration.i Point number 12: Create a iGlide Pathi for the Short- 
Term Survival and Long-Term Humane Decommissioning of the AM Band ina 


Manner that Preserves Minority Ownership. 


The MMTC says the AM radio will disappear and the government should 
find a way to preserve AM radiois program services. iIt should seek to 
ensure that AM broadcasters receive fair compensation for the loss of 
their assets as well as assistance in transitioning their programming 
to other platforms.i The MMTC says it has formed the MMTC AM Glide 
Path Taskforce specifically for that purpose. 


The MMTC writes to Trump that AM has been the entry communications 
technology for entrepreneurs of color; even today, approximately 60% 
of all minority owned radio stations are AM facilities. The great 
majority of multilingual radio service today is found on the AM band. 


The FCC has enacted a series of modest engineering reforms: opening FM 
translator windows for AM stations, repealing the iratchet rule,i and 
decreasing the community coverage requirement for AM stations lacking 
the capital and infrastructure to abide by the community coverage 
rule. 


The MMTC says that despite modes rule changes by the FCC, the fast- 


moving pace of technological development leaves AM stations, in the 
long term, constantly trying to catch up with their FM and new media 
counterparts. iCompounding the technological advances hindering AM 
stations is a lack of capital flowing into AM. AM listenership is ona 
steep decline, and AM radio stations are feeling the brunt of it. 
Realistically, AM may disappear in 30 years or less. Thus, it is time 
to start thinking about a future without AM radio. Should that happen, 
many AM station owners will need assistance transitioning to other 
platforms such as FM subchannels and online stations. We should 
consider the desirability of regulatory relief that may include some 
ownership structure rule relaxation for the limited purpose of 
ensuring that station sellers will find buyers, and compensation or 
tax incentives for turning in an AM license.i (via Kevin Redding, ABDX

INVISIBLE PET FENCE QRM 


New Neighbors --- So today I was having a nice afternoon at home DXing 
the MW band. I took a break around 2:30 and then upon checking back at 
3:30 I was perplexed by the look of the scope of the ELAD down on the 

low end of the AM band. 


When I went down in longwave this is what my normally very quiet and 
clean LW band looked like. I could hear what sounded like a low level 
chugging on those spikes. I was talking to my wife about when she said 
oh-oh;; I think the new neighbors have an invisible pet fence 
installed. 


Sure enough, I went over and I could see the little red and white 
flags all around their property and the portable was getting hit with 
the ringing as noted below. I was concerned but not overly concerned 
since it seemed like NDB's were still audible even though there were 
these pulses. Then as I climbed the AM dial I noticed that there were 
also some spikes at roughly 2-3 kHz above and below each 10 kHz 
frequency step between roughly 840 and 1180. Those spikes had a fairly 
strong ringing sound to them that roughly mimicked the chugging noise 
on LW. 


Then the MW band returned to normal. Around 1800 kHz the same spikes 
that you see in the LW jpg appeared again and while there was no 
really strong noise on them there was WBZ on almost all of them all 
the way up past the first [sic] harmonic (which was big...I'm 4 miles 
from the transmitter). The spikes drop away this time after 2100 kHz. 


I've notice that all 3 issues are less severe now at 6:30 local time.

RSGB QUESTIONS UK REGULATOR OFCOM REGARDING NEW INTERFERENCE CONTROL

The Electromagnetic Compatibility Committee of the Radio Society of 
Great Britain (RSGB) still has wide-ranging questions for UK 
telecommunications regulator Ofcom concerning new Wireless Telegraphy 
Act Section 54 regulations that address radio-frequency interference 
(RFI) from in-service equipment. RSGB said that while its latest 
response ilargely reiteratesi points itis already made, it istill 
believes that a number of issues need resolution.i For starters, RSGB 
has asked the regulator to better define what the new regulations mean 
by iapparatus.i 


Among other questions, RSGB wants to know iwhat is needed to get Ofcom 
to enforce against serious interference to Amateur Radio.i The Society 
pointed out that Ofcom has acknowledged its enforcement powers with 
respect to undue interference, but the agency has said that compliance 
regulations must be in place in Section 54. 


RSGB allowed that there may be some cases where victims of 
interference may take ireasonable stepsi to alleviate the problem; 
this may not always be possible when a radio amateur is the victim, 
and it asked Ofcom to clarify what is reasonable. iThe re-siting of 
wire antennas in small gardens may be quite unrealistic, as may be the 
advice not to use a particular beam heading,i the RSGB said. iWe 
should also like Ofcom to confirm that there is no obligation on 
amateurs to supply or pay for filtering or replacement of offending 
apparatus.i 


RSGB also said it wants answers regarding in-service equipment 
excluded from the new regulations. For example, RSGB noted, cables 
used for such applications as DSL and power line telecommunications 
are not included, as they do not generate electromagnetic emissions. 
iHowever, when coupled to other apparatus and charged with signals at 
radio frequencies, unbalanced cables will generate emissions 
fortuitously,i RSGB said. iOne of our members has posed the question 
that, if the cables increase the levels of emissions emanating from 
modems, then they must be at fault, so why have they been excluded? 
Emissions from VDSL at HF and at higher frequencies are becoming a 
major interference concern.i 


RSGB also asked if Ofcom will use the new regulations to act against 
solar photovoltaic installations as being iimproperly installed,i even 
when some of the apparatus is CE marked [i.e., European Union 
certified 6 Ed.] but the installation is causing severe or harmful 
interference nonetheless. iEven where [solar installations] are 


treated as collections of discrete 6éapparatusi under [the 
Electromagnetic Compatibility Directive], Ofcom has simply walked away 
from cases saying they can do nothing as the G6apparatusi is CE 
marked,i The Society said. 


For its part, Ofcom has said it does not have a duty to enforce and 
cannot guarantee that interference will not occur. iWhen deciding 
whether to investigate or to take enforcement action, we are required 
to act reasonably and responsibly and maximize the use of resources 
and do so in a proportionate, accountable, transparent, and consistent 
way. We treat each case on its merits.i (via Mike Terry, dxldyg via

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 19 - 25 December 2016 


Solar activity was at background levels through the period. 
No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 
The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 


high levels throughout the reporting period with a peak flux of 
29,524 pfu on 24/1830 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was quiet levels on 19 Dec and mostly 
quiet levels with an isolated period of unsettled conditions on 20 
Dec. Activity increased to active with an isolated period of G2 
(Moderate) storm levels late on 21 Dec due to the onset of a 
positive polarity CH HSS increasing wind speeds from around 350 km/s 
to over 650 km/s. An isolated period of G1 (Minor) was observed 
early on 22 Dec before geomagnetic activity decreased to unsettled 
and activity conditions through 23 Dec. 24 Dec underwent a further 
decrease with quiet to unsettled conditions throughout the day 
despite wind speeds maintaining between 600-750 km/s. Quiet to 
unsettled conditions were isolated by frequent periods of active 
levels on 25 Dec as the influence of a positive polarity CH HSS 
continued to keep solar wind speeds enhanced to around 700 km/s. 


FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 26 DEC 2016 - 21 JAN 2017 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels throughout the 
outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to reach high levels from 26-29 Dec, 31 Dec-02 Jan, 04-13 
Jan, and 18-21 Jan due to multiple CH HSS influences; normal to 
moderate levels are expected on 30 Dec, 03 Jan, and 14-17 Jan. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at quiet to G1 (Minor) 
levels on 26 Dec due to CH HSS influences. G1 (Minor) conditions are 
also likely on 04-05 Jan and 17-19 Jan. Active conditions are likely 
on 30 Dec, 06-07 Jan, and 20-21 Jan. Unsettled conditions are likely 
on 31 Dec, 02-03 Jan, 08 Jan, and 14 Jan. All anticipated 
enhancements in field activity are due to recurrent CH HSSs. Mostly 
quiet conditions are expected for the remainder of the outlook 
period.
